IMPROVEMENT OF WORN-OUT

S ' LANDS. _

.. An opinion, has prevailed, that, when
lands. are worn out by culture, without
menuring, they become worthless, and
cannot be restored.~ T herewith furnish an
example of the fallacy of thet opinion.

Four years ago, 1 purchased a farm of
little more than forly acres, near the north
edifice of Union College, and about a mile

“and a quarter from my dwelling in town.
It had been called the Pennyroyel farm
by way of ridicule. This farm was chiel~
ly occupicd with thorn bushes, briers, nnd
other worthless shrubbery. It had been
cultivated by the furmer owner so long as
it would produce buckwhent, or anything,
without any manure..

«A small patch enclosed with the garden,
was in.rye, nnd had ‘been sown with fox.
tail (commonly called timothy), and sow.
ed foxinil againion the rye; the next sea-
son.grass, . When.the hay was in cock,
my farmer. asked his man to take the hay
ag a reward for muwing it, which he reluct.
antly accepied, ' T'ho other parts of the
form were pastured, . producing.some sour
grass, moss, and bushes. We plowed a
few acres of the sward, and planted it with
Indian «corn. A part was manured with
poudiette, and some, with plaster, asehs,
and manure. Whera the poudretle was
applied, it took the lead greatly for awhile,
and eventually all was of equal growth, and
a:goor crop. . The following crop was
oats, and guod,: We then put en a good
coat of barn-yard manure, plowed and
sowed it with winter wheat, the yield of
which was very fine, and about thirty busl-
els toithe acre. Nd better wheat was scen
in'this region. . We have put on the culii-
valed part of the farm from two to three
hundred wagon loads of vard and stable
manure annually.

- The farm is high'land, and nn inclincd
‘%nn to the west. “ The same tising slope
east, with the adjoining part of this farm,
has a stone ‘quarry, about two feet Lelow
the surfuce. ‘I'he depth of soil increases as
il deglines 1o the west. The rains and
meclted snows flowerll over the whole sur-
face, when 1 ook’ possession. The soil
is generally of stifi clay, In April, it was
so wel, that when walking on the grass,
the waler would wet over the shoes. I
opeaed a ditch ulong the enst bounds, which
conducted the surface waler 1o the road,
I then maide a number of ditches, of three
and a half o (our fect deep, and covered
them, after laying a drain of stane large
enough for a cat to pass through. The
gifles 'were laid with stone and a stone
eover then straw, or turf, the grassside
down, before covering with earth. 'I'he
ditches yield a regular and clear stream
till June or July. The land becomes suf-
ficiently dry for the plow and meadow, and
produces bountifuly.

A mcadow, in n detached piece towards
the west, 'I ditched in a similar manner,
and it yielded a pure stream till midsumer.
The former owner came (o°see it mowed,
any said, that he never beforo, saw the ti-
mothy eared oul, nor of half so large a
growth. Thig was the effect of draining
only, I had nat manured the meadow,
This meadow had notbeen plowed before.

"My crops havebeen as good as those of
of our best farmers.’ T have set some hun-
dréds of plum, pear, peach, quinece, and ap-
ple trees, on the farm, and grafied the old
orchard, intending to make it a fruit farm.

Anopinion hasalso prevailed, that ihe
old and best pears have run out, as the say-
ing is, and have become worthless, ‘T'his
is aleo an error. If the old trces which
produce poor fruit, are well mannred, they
will be restorad to their former value, ant
yield gnod fruit,largeand fine. I'ry'it,as |
havé done with my pennyroyal farm, Iyt ie
a common opinion, that after selling lrees
the work is linished. 'T'rees profit by ma-
nure, as other vegetables do,  I'eed boun-
tifully,and you may reap bountifully, ¥v.
eryvthing ‘possessing life, whether animal,
bird, or vegelable; whether living on land,
in the air, or in the water, must eat, drink,
aud breathe, lo sustain life. An oyster, or
clam, requifes very little nir; deprive them

‘ROCK -SALT. . il
All who keep domestic; animals, are
aware of the necessily of supplying them
regularly with salt. Varfous ‘metns have
been tried to teflect 'this desirable’ object;
but so lonig as the ordinary kinds dre useil,

tra trouble, attended with more or less
waste. We have'iried all sorts 'of woys
on our fuim—the manger, troughs, both
under and without cover, together with
some few patent’inventions, sud yet we
could never contrive to ploce this necessary
condiment where il ,could at -all- times be
accessible to stock, till we procured the
English rock or mineral salt.

This salt is ns hard as olum. A lump of
it muy be placed in the field, where it will
lie for yoears exposed to all sarts of wenth-
er, with' but little waste, Jt is therefore
just the thing for horses, cattle, and sheep.
Place a lump in'the rack or manger, iu a
trough, or in n ficld, and there it will re-
main till it is gradually licked .away. By
using this kind-of salt, the stock will ol-
ways tnke il as they desire; nor ecan they
getitin excess, or suffer injury from it as
often the case with the use of most other
kinds. We have recently had a small
quantity of this article sent us from Eng-
land, and in answer to numerous inquirics,
ndd, that we cun supply it at one dollar
per 100 1bs.— American Agriculturist.
